About «« Told Betore-.The 


Weapou Used. 


MONTICELLO, 111., Sept. 13—The greater 


part of the evidence for the state in the 
trial of Mrs. Holden and sons and Albert 
Dunham, was given to the jury to-day. 
The state is proceeding upon the line here- 
tofore hinted at in THE REVIEW corres- 
pondence—that Cal Holden and his mother, 
dressed in Dunham's clothes, did the kill- 
ing.

RESURRECTION. 


The following taken from The New 


i'ork Sun, is a short review of th« most 
un'que paper that has appeared iu toe re- 
ligious world for many a day: 


In denying the resurrection of the nialp- 


riai body, Mr. McQiieary,the Epis-cupal here- 
tic undoubtedly is in accord with the drill ot 
Protestant opinion of the day. Tnat leads 
to the tx-lief tbat the body returns to earth 
and the soul alone parses iuto the future 


'such is not the opinion of the llev. J. S. 


Vaughan, who discusses the great question 
in Tlie Dublin Review. His theory is thnt 
the resurrection of the body solves tde prob- 
lem of the final destiny of the earth, and he 
bases it on "the teachings of sound theolo- 
gians" and the "accepted truths of science." 
In brief, it is that when the archangel 
sounds the last trump and summons thedead 
to rise from their graves and couies to judg- 
ment, the whole of this planet will vanish 
with them, for their bodies will comprise 
all the matter of which it is composed. 


Mr. Vaugban reaches this novel and very 


interesting conclusion by the aid of statis- 
tics of the growth of the population and 
scientific calculations of the weight of the 
earth. He goes down to hard facts, and 
proceeds with the coolness of the arithme- 
tii-ian to defend his thesis. 
His first point is that the tendency o£ sci- 


eace is to reduce the number of the snb- 
stauces regarded as elementary, so that the 
time is likely to come wheu only one uni- 
versal elemental substance will be recoj- 
Dlzed. Next, he refers to "the scientific 
la -t that the absolute amount of matter, or, 
in .ithei words, the sum total of all that ex 
is..-, in the nutwial universe, is ever a con- 
stant quantity." Nothing new, he argues, 
is created except human souls, and they an 
put in "earthly tabernacles kneaded to- 
gether from existing matter," and subject 
to the laws of matter 
That is his starting point, and from it h- 


proceeds to make his remarkable calcula- 
tions and deductions. 
The weight of tht 


earth acc-irrtinz to the scales ot fcience, is 
6,000,000,000,000.000,000,000 tons. 
Mr. 


Vanghan estimates that by the year 6,000 
the population of the e*rtb at, the presen:

ROBERT GRAVES RECALLS A NUMBER 


RECORDED IN HISTORY. 


The Byimm- Garland Trouble in 1840. 


The White-Bathbnn Dlgpnt* in 1844. 
The Flrtit Personal Kncountor in Con- 
gress Wan In 1708.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.— A book could be 


writteu about statesmen in trouble. There 
have been many [icrsoual encounters on 
the floor of congress, and not a few deeds 
growing out of bitter words spoken in de- 
bate. Tlie recent fisticuff exhibition lie 
tween the member from New Jerpny and 
the member from Washington 1ms plenty 
of precedents. Some of these altercations 
have been investigated by special commit- 
tees, and others have been permitted to 
"blow over." A fight between members 
which attracted great attention at the 
time occurred in 1840, when u paper pur- 
porting to contain a doounuMit from the 
treasury department W.MS read from the 
ck'rl.'s desk. In this dncumuiit ilr. Rice 
Garland's name was mentioned,- and Mr. 
Garland was on the floor. 


Henry A. \Viseaddressedthe chuir, and 


said the paper bad been prepared 
l>y his 


colleague, Mr. Botts, who would stand by 
it. In conversation among the members 
Jesse Byimm said, in Garland's hearing, 
that it, was a "lying paper." Garland re- 
torted that it "was true, every word of it," 
whereupon Bynum gave Garland the Ho, 
and Garland retorted with the statement 
that Kynuin was not only a liar but a 
scoundrel. 
"Thereupon," in the language 


of the official report, "the parties engaged. 
Mr. Bynum grasped Mr. Garland's cane, 
and a struggle for possession of the cane 
ensued. Finally the cane fell to the floor. 
''atiand UKMI collared Bynum and struck 
. -n at li'.'ist. once. Bynum returned the 
li,

Some of the committee reports on per- 


sonal altercations have bena very quaint 
in their phraseology. In 1844 John White, 
of Kentucky, made a speech of one hour 
defending Henry Clay, and denying that 
Mr. Clay had used certain language con- 
cerning slavery which had been attributed 
to him. Mr. Kennedy, of Indiana, endeav- 
ored to obtain recognition for the purpose 
of showing that Mr. Clay had so spoken, 
but was unable to <io so. "Never mind," 
said Representative George Rathbun, of 
New York, "we can prove it all around." 
"If you do," retorted Mr. White, "you 
will prove a lie. Swallow that." The com- 
mittee at this juncture takes up the story 
as follows: "Mr. Rathbun asked Mr. White 
if he intended to apply the lie personally 
to him. 
Mr. White said he did, where- 


upon Mr. Rathbun immediately thrust his 
hand toward Mr. White ami against the 
upper part of his chest, and a personal 
conflict ensued." The modern newspaper 
writer, who delights in descriptive phrases, 
will turn up liia nose in disdain at "thrust 
his hand toward Mr. White and against, 
the upper part of his chest." 


In this case also the committee was 


content with reporting the facts. It did 
add, however, its condemnation of the use 
of opprobrious language and epithets of 
personal insult on the floor of congress, 
pointing out that in the four years previ- 
ous there had been four cases of personal 
assault between members of the house.

Beckwith and Wilson struck at. eai'li other 
recently 1 hrci- nr four other I'J:U:;T"]S were 
on tlu1 t;'.;::s. and their un|>k-::^:iit,ncKS 
grew dire<-;iy out of a war of words be- 
tween twn ol her memuursin their hearing. 
So it was in this White-Kathliitii light. 
On the (toor was a Kentuckian, \V. S. 
Moore, anil of course he was ready to take 
the part of his fellow Kentuckian. Mr. 
White. He

the 
sergeant-al- 


arms and held him as that officer was about 
to lay hold of White. For this Moore was 
sei/eil by Representative McCauslen and 
thrust out of the hall, and as he went out 
he pulled a pistol and fired at McCauslen, 
but hit instead Policeman Wirt, inflicting 
a flesh wound in the leg. 


Perhaps the most ludicrous, as it was 


also the first, personal encounter In the 
American congress occurred in the year 
1798. 
Here was a case in which oue mem- 


ber used a cane and iiis antagonist the 
tongs from the fireplace, and the speaker 
did not want the combatants separated. 
The following Iri.in I he report. of the iuves- 


itu-e, being the testimony 


of Congressman lilmendorf, is quaint: 


"On Thursday morning last, having been 


engaged in writing in my room until I 
thought it was very late, I entered the 
house of representatives, with some sur- 
prise at not finding it, engaged in business. 
The speaker sat (I think) writing in his 
chair as I crossed the floor to the letter 
box, and ou returning to my seat I saw Mr. 
Lyon in his seat in tho posture of writing 
or reading papers lying on his desk before 
him, having his hat ou and not appearing 
to perceive; rue to pass him, although very 
near him. I'Yoiu my seat, which is the 
second in the third row, almost, directly 
behind Ms. which is the .sunn- posuire im- 
mediately before, 1 heard the (i:>i blow of 


cane, upon hearing which i observed 


limstill silling with one arm in the po- 
sition of covering lii.-i head ami warding "off 
ilowsand the other in feeling, as I thought, 
'or a cane, on the floor, be.si.ie <::• before, 
lim. 1 saw Mr. Gri.iwold uulm: tiim; ou 
;he open floor directly before Lim beating 
lim, w i t h all the strength and dexterity 
ippai'cnlly in his power, with a ca;je of the 
stoutest kind <if American mode hickory, 
md repeating bis blows as fust, as Ithought 
ie could make them, Under this pressure 
Mr. Lyon, in a defenseless state, made 
mt of his seat sideway, being hemmed in 
before and hi-hiud by the desks and seats, 
o that H was wholly out of his power to 
scape a. siiv;le blow, or to interrupt Mr. 
Sriswold in the act of beating him. Im- 
mediately I myself, for one, rose in my 
feat, untl loudly and repeatedly called to 
the chair for order. I heard the same call 
com different parts of the house, but I 
id iiot observe or hear any effort from 
he speaker to restore it, or any personal 
ttempt by any one near to interfere and 
revent the attack. 
On the contrary, I 


hink I distinctly heard the speaker reply 
hat tha house had not yet been called.to 
rder as a reason for not interfering at all. 
Ls soon UH Mr. Lyon had got out of the 
off 
of seats he made toward Mr. Gria- 


old, and made every effort to close with 
ira (as it appeared to me). Mr. Griswold, 
n his part, avoided this by holding him 


chair. I then heard U»J nolle of tongi, 
and immediately after saw them hnra 
hold of each other and 'Mr. Qrlswold'l 
cane falling oat of bis hand. 
Soon after 


they both fell, having hold of each 
other, Mr. Griswold partly upon Mr. 
Lyon. 
At this time I got to the 


place where they were engaged 
and 


called out to part them. I heard tha 
same cry from behind the chair, and 
I also heard the opposite cry from others 
not to part them. Mr. Havens and my- 
self each took hold of Mr. Griswold's legs, 
and I think together drew him off from 
Mr. Lyon. At the same tiiiie I think I 
saw others having hold of Mr. Lyon. 
Wlteu the speaker observed Mr. Havens 
and myself taking hold of Mr. Griswold 
he with apparent warmth, as if thereby to 
prevent our interfering, called out in Hub- 
stance, as nearly as 1 can recollect: 'What! 
take hold of a man by the legs. That is no 
way to take hold of him.' Notwithstand- 
ing I persevered, and I think Mr. Havens 
assisted me in drawing Mr. Griswold apart 
from Mr. Lyon. 
Mr. Lyon went direct 


from that place to his seat, where lie got a 
small earie, and went from thence south of 
(he bar, where I saw him atid Mr. Gris- 
wold soon after meeting, and Mr. Lyon 
making up to him, .Mr. Griswold retiring 
from Mr. Lyon, and Mr. Lyon making a 
blow at him with his cane, which Mr. 
Griswold, I think, received on his arm or 
shoulder. 


"The loud cry of order from all parts of 


the house and from tlie cli::ir here put an 
end to tho affray. 
Mr. Griswold's canu 


was delivered to him by Mr. fsitgreaves, I , 
think, just as he stepped within the bar, 
which lie took from thence, I think, direct 
to his seat.

BISHOP GILMOUrVS HOUSE. 


An Impoilnc Episcopal B»»ld«nc« In th« 


City of Cleveland. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 9.—One of themosl 


imposing looking residences in the Forest 
City IB the three story house of Bishop Gil 
mour, of this Roman Catholic diocese. II 
la of brick, with sandstone trimmings, and 
has a frontage of eighty feet. It ia on Su- 
perior street, in the rear of St. John's 
churoh, the cathedral church of the north- 
ern Ohio diocese. It ia semi-Gothic in style, 
with pointed roof, and was completed in 
1876. 


The diocese and the cathedral parish 


shared equally in the expense of building 
it, and it is the joint residence of the bishop 
and the cathedral clergy. It is only 85 
feet in depth by 80 feet front, and is accord- 
ingly much more imposing in appearance 
than it is in fact. The ceilings are lofty 
and finely frescoed. On the first floor is 
tbe bishop's office, the office of the cathe- 
dral pastor and the cemetery office, which 
has charge of all the Catholic cemeteries 
save one in Cleveland. 


On the second floor is the bishop's library 


and his fine private chapel, and tbe chan- 
cery office, in which all the routine busi- 
ness of the diocese is done, and connected 
with which will scon be a fine steel fire- 


the east in high spirits.

The tip of the tongue 
is concerned mainly with pungent and 
acid tastes; the middle portion is sensi- 
tive chiefly to sweets or bitters,while the 
back or lower portion confines itself en- 
tirely to the flavors of rich, fatty sub- 
stances. This subdivision of faculties in 
the tongue makes each piece of food un- 
dergo three separate examinations,which 
must be successively passed before it is 
admitted into full participation in the 
human economy. 


The first examination gets rid of sub- 


stances which would be actively and im- 
mediately destructive to the tissues of 
the mouth and body; the second dis- 
criminates between poisonous and chem- 
ically harmless food, and the third 
merely 
decides the 
minor question 


whether the particular food is likely to 
prove wholesome or indigestible. The 
sense of taste proceeds, in fact, upon the 
principle of gradual selection and elimi- 
nation; it refuses first what is positively 
destructive, next what is more remotely 
deleterious, and, finally, what is only un- 
desirable or over luscious. —Hall's Jour- 
nal of Health.

One 
notable collection of books consists of all 
the Catholic directories of this country ex- 
cept two volumes, for the years 1862 and 
1863. 
The directories are the year books of 


the church, and one was first issued in 
1828. 
There are several other good libra- 


ries belonging to the parish clergy in the 
house, and a number of works of art and 
interest. The house is comparatively plain- 
ly furnished, and impresses the visitor as 
a place for work, study and worship.
